U. $. TREASURY TO STUDY 
FEDERAL, STATE, CITY TAXES 


President Orders Inquiry With 
View to Eliminating Over- 
lapping of Assessments. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt directed the Treas- 
ury today to investigate the  Fed- 
eral, state aand municipal tax sys- 
tems. A national conference on 
taxation next summer may result. 

Secretary of the Treasury Mor- 
genthau told the press about the 
plan and he shortly will name a 
staff to make the inquiry. 

“The study will look forward to 
zones of taxation and eliminating 
overlapping,” he said. “It will be 
a long-range study with the possi- 
bility the President may call a con- 
ference next summer of the various 
agencies involved in taxation.”

A meeting of the Advisory Board, 
composed of Edwin B. Meissner, 
chairman; Mrs. Edward Steedman, 
E. G. Steger, the Rev. George R. 
Dodson, Mrs. John A. Haskell, Fa- 
ther Schwitalla of St. Louis Uni- 
versity, and H. A. Rosskopf, was 
called by Director Darst for 3 p. m. 
today to receive the notice of Dr. 
Nelson's dismissal. Some members 
'of the board have expressed them- 
selves as deeply disappointed by 
Darst’s action. The board is said 
to be unanimously in favor of re- 
taining Dr. Nelson because of his 
excellent work for the clinic. The 
office pays a salary of $4000 a year. 

Dr. Nelson is 54 years old. The 
clinic of which he became the first 
director was the outgrowth of a 
demonstration clinic on mental 
hygiene established in May, 1922. 
In June, 1923, the clinic became a 
permanent division of the Depart- 
ment of Public Welfare, and wr. 
Nelson was appointed director. It 
began and has continued operating 
under the standards of organization 
and personnel qualification set up 
by the National Committee for So- 
cial Hygiene and has to do with 
cases of juvenile delinquents need- 
ing medical treatment or medical 
observation, and with  incorrig- 
ibility or any form of backward- 
ness referred to it by the Juvenile 
Court—cases dealing with psycho- 
logical or psychiatric behavior 
needing scientific attention. 

Graduate of Washington U. 

Dr. Nelson, a graduate of the 
medical school of Washington Uni- 
versity, has had extensive experi- 
ence in neuropsychiatry, the science 
of the treatment of nervous and 
mental diseases. Two years after 
graduation he became an assistant 
in the university's nervous and 
mental clinic, and in 1912 was made 
an instructor and physician in the 
“out patient department.’ The same 
yyear he became a consultant in his 


specialty at City Hospital and also 
has engaged in private practice.

More than one-quarter of the 
4000-word report dealt with the 
National Industrial Recovery Act.

Report Summarized. 

The report is summarized briefly 
as follows: 

Relief: Not properly a function 
of the Federal Government rae 
Return the burden to the states as 
soon as practicable. The cre- 
ation of public works for the pur- 
pose of providing relief invites 
waste and definitely defers a bal- 
anced budget. 

Unemployment reserves: Suffi- 
cient knowledge lacking regarding 
depressional, seasonal, technologi- 
cal and other types of unemploy- 
ment. No plan can be of immediate 
help in relieving the present prob- 
lem. 

Federal financing: Definite evi- 
dence of a determined effort by 
Congress and the administration to 
balance the budget, including both 
ordinary and emergency expendi- 
tures, at the earliest possible date, 
is fundamental to any real or last- 
ing improvement, 

Agriculture: Any arbitrary limi- 
tations or undue restrictions of 
production, processing or distribu- 
tion should be prevented for the 
mutual benefit of all concerned. 

Durable Goods Industry. 

Durable goods industries: Sixty 
per cent of the estimated 10,000,000 
unemployed are in the durable 
goods industries. Chief among fun- 
damental conditions needed for re-

“Abe promised to return the mon- 
ey,’ Epstein related.

&n acquaintance on the street and 
he told me Cooperman had threat- 
ened to kill me. I made an engage- 
ment t6 meet Abe in the lobby of 
the St. Francis Hotel, Sixth and 
Chestnut streets, on the afternoon 
of Jan. 26 to get the money. Be- 
cause of the threat, I carried my 
revolver in my overcoat pocket. 

“Cooperman came into the lobby 
and we sat down. I asked for the 
money and Abe replied, ‘you are not 
going to get any money.’ I told him 
I would have to reveal that I got 
the bonds from him. He broke in 
and said, ‘you lousy—! you won't 
tell anything.’ We both got to our 
feet and Abe started to pull a gun 
from the waistband of his trousers.

Abe fell to the floor.” 


Two Support Self-Defense Story.

ANOTHER COURT SAYS LONG 
MUST FACE TRIAL FOR LIBEL 


District of Columbia Judge Refuses 
to Quash Action By 
8. T. Ansel. 
By the Associated Press. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 26.—The 
District of Columbia Supreme Court 
Tuled today that Senator Huey 
Long of Louisiana must face trial 
on the $500,000 libel suit filed 
against him by Samuel T. Ansell. 
Justice Peyton Gordon, who deliv- 
ered the opinion, rejected Long’s 
contention that his Senate position 
entitled him to immunity ftom li- 
bel action. 

Ansell, a former Judge Advocate 
General of the army, was counsel 
for the Senate Committee which in- 
vestigated the election of Senator 
John H. Overton of Louisiana. 

Attorneys said the decision meant 
that Ansell’s suit, based on state- 
ments which Long is alleged to 
have made on the floor of the Sen- 
ate and in circulars, would go to 
trial soon unless the Senator filed 
an appeal. 

Long already has taken one ap- 
peal to the United States Supreme 
Court, which ruled Nov. 5 that he 
must stand trial. 

Soon after Ansel] began the liti- 
gation, Long protested he could not 
be sued beeause the Constitution 
protected a member of Congress 
from arrest while attending a ses- 
sion. 

The decision today was on a mo- 
tion to quash the Ansell suit on 
the ground that the common law 
afforded him protection against 
such suits. Long contended the 
United States Supreme Court had 
ruled only that the Constitution did 
not bar the suit.

In particular, there can be no re- 
covery in private residential build- 
ing unless Federa] construction is 
limited to a field that can be dem- 
onstrated to the non-competitive- 
slum clearance and the limited con- 
struction of such low cost housing 
as could not be accomplished com- 
mercially under normal conditions. 
This is the maximum limit to Fed- 
eral activities, if recovery is to be 
achieved. 

Direct Government participation 
in housing, if carried beyond this 
point, will inevitably ruin the sound 
program of the Federal Housing 
Administrtaion. If that program is 
ruined by the direct and competi- 
tive insertion or co-ordinate 
branches of the Government into 
the construction field, a general 
level of construction activity high- 
er than that of 1934 cannot be ex- 
pected. 


“ Government Competition. 

The great majority of the people 
owns American business. Each of 
the sixty-odd million insurance pol- 
icy holders; each man or woman 
who has savings in banks or build- 
ing loan associations, each holder 
of a share of stock or a bond, has 
such savings invested in some cor- 
porate business activity. In addi- 
tion, there are nearly 3,000,000 part- 
nerships and industrial undertak- 
ings. When Government—Federal, 
state or local—enters a business, it 
competes unfairly with the great 
mass of its own citizens. The small 
business and the industries of small 
means are the first to suffer. 

The Federal Government is now 
competing in more than 200 differ- 
ent kinds of business. Programs 
for work-relief do not justify the 
Government’s entering into compe- 
tition with its private citizens in 
the production of goods and their 
distribution for relief purposes. 
Government competition dries up 
the source of its own support. 

“Leads Towards Socialism.” 

Government competition with pri- 
vate business leads towards Social- 
ism. This destructive competition, 
carrying with it the threat of ex- 
tension into other fields, has pro- 
foundiy shaken confidence, 

Our Government was neither 
conceived nor fashioned to engage 
in competition with its citizens.

Definite evidence of a determined 
effort by Congress and the admin- 
istration to balance the budget, in- 
cluding both ordinary and _ emer- 
gency expenditures, at the earliest 

possible date is fundamental to any 
| real or lasting improvement in eco-

Durable Goods Industries. 

Sixty per cent of the estimated 
10,000,000 unemployed are in the 
durable goods industries. More than 
2,000,000 are unemployed in one 
segment alone — construction—rep- 
resenting a total nearly four times 
as large as the combined unem- 
ployment in all consumers’ goods 
industries. 

Deferred demand for the _ prod- 
ucts of the durable goods indus- 
tries has reached staggering pro- 
portions, but must remain poten- 
tial and useless rather than effec- 
tive until the people of this coun- 
try possess such confidence in their 
future that they dare look beyond 
their day-to-day needs. Herein lies 
a major offensive against depres- 
sion. 

Chief among the fundamental 
conditions needed for recovery in 
the durable goods industries are (1) 
a free flow of private capital into

permanent measures are desirable, 
or if desirable, the form that they 
should take. In view of these con- 
siderations, this conference recom- 
mends that new emergency legisla- 
tion, prior to its expiring date, be 
enacted for a period of one year in 
conformity with the principles here- 
after presented. 

Such legislation should be ad- 
ministered by an administrative 
agency of at least five members 
possessing the authority to approve 
or disapprove codes of fair compe- 
tition in or affecting interstate 
commerce, that have been voluntar- 
ily submitted by an association or 
group truly representative of a 
given trade or industry. 

Labor Provisions of the Codes. 

The NIRA was a temporary meas- 
ure designed to meet a national 
emergency, and it is recognized that 
its expiration would entail hardship 
in certain industries, the operations 
of which are being temporarly con- 
ducted under its provisions. In view 
of this fact, and without prejudice 
to the opposition of industry to Fed-

lation and after proper investiga- 
tion and public hearings, adopt and 
make effective a code of fair com- 
petition. 

A main objective of codes of fair 
competition in this period of emer- 
gency has been and should be to 
aid in increasing employment, re- 
lieving pressure on wages, and in 
securing the restoration of the 
sound functioning of the competi- 
tive system, of mitigating the ef- 
fects of destructive competition ag- 
gravated by the depression, it 
should be the objective of these 
codes thereby to aid in securing 
competitive conditions fair to pro- 
ducer, distributer and consumer, the 
restoration of credit, the resump- 
tion of replacements and improve- 
ments in operating machinery, and 
relief from that instability of mar- 
kets which retards coincident in- 
crease in production and consump- 
tion. 


Limited Price Control . 

The standard to be set forth in 
such legislation, which the admin- 
istrative agency is to apply in pass- 
ing on the provisions of a proposed 
code of fair competition, should be 
consistent with and should promote 
these objectives, and to that end, 


unsound and unfair methods of 
competition, and, in proper cases 
in the public interest, should per- 
mit of practicable measures to re- 
duce or prevent price demoraliza- 
tion, to secure reasonable adjust- 
ment of available capacity to avail- 
able demand in overcapacitated in- 
dustries, and to afford protection 
against the elimination or oppres- 
sion of small business. 

No code provision should be ap- 
proved or continued which results 
in a price level burdensome and

In order to prevent confusion in 
the transition period between the 
expiration of the National Indus- 
trial Recovery Act and the adjust- 
ment of codes to the provisions of 
the new law, existing codes for in- 
dustries so designed may continue 
in effect until terminated or 
amended. 


Termination of Codes. 


The administrative agency should 
have the right to terminate, after 
public hearing, existing codes or 
those formulated under the new 
act. Industry through its repre- 
sentatives should also have the 
right to terminate such codes or 
propose amendments to them. 

There should be opportunity for 
members of industry to enter into 
agreements between themselves, 
which agreements, when approved 
by the administrative agency, 
should be enforceable against all 
parties to the agreements. 

As to actions in conformity and 
compliance with provisions of ap- 
proved codes of fair competition or 
approved voluntary agreements, the 
new legislation should supersede 
any other statute with which it 
might otherwise conflict. 

The new act, in its application, 
should extend only to those busi- 
nesses which are engaged in or af- 
fect interstate commerce. 

The new act should provide for 
mandatory assessment of all mem- 
bers primarily engaged in an indus- 
try for financing code administra- 
tion, subject to the approval of the 
administrative agency unless the in- 
dustry has provided for financing 
by voluntarily methods. It is rec 
ognized that in other than the re- 
tail distributive and servic: fields, 
multiple assessments may be desir- 
able and in such cases the general 
objective should be to limit further 
code assessments, mandatory upon 
any person, to those secondary or 
incidental lines in wihch he is @ 
substantial factor in competition.

“The divine rights that belong to 
the home, to parents and to the 
family are denied. The inalienable 
rights of the individual, which the 
State can neither give nor take 
away, and which it must in jus- 
tice protect, are ignored or chal- 
lenged. The State is made su- 
preme. All rights are supposed to 
come from it. 

“Because the minds of the people 
have been so th@roughly secular- 
ized, they are turning more and 
more to this false philosophy. They 
are willing to pass over its injus- 
tice and its abuses, and to regard 
these as inevitable in the develop- 
ment of a modern, progressive so- 
ciety—and it is assumed that if so- 
ciety be progressive, it must be 
non-religious or anti-religious. 


God and Communism. 
“Unless the world literally gets 
down on its knees to beg God for 


light and guidance, the next steps 
may lead to Communism. And 
Communism has progressed so far 
in the world that it no longer re- 
gards capitalism as its arch-enemy, 
as it once did. It rightly consid- 
ers the Catholic Church its most 
formidable foe. If all the sane and 
conservative forces were even 
worldly-wise, they would gather 
around the Catholic Church as the 
most potent influence in the world 
today, as the greatest force for the 
preservation of order and justice, 
as the sane and kind Mother, en- 
riched with the experience of cen- 
turies, who is always opposed to 
every dangerous form of radical- 
ism. 


Liberalism and Capitalism. 
“Liberaiism, long in the ascend- 
ency, has for the iast 50 years been 


asserting witn special emphasis its 
complete divorce from the super- 
natural and moral order. It has 
ridiculed the divine order and has 
denied the divine law. 

“Liberalism has sought and gained 
the friendship of capitalism. The 
fatal mistake of both has been the 
rejection of the spiritual. In their 
philosophy men need no _ spiritual 
motives. There is no necessity of 
religion, no need of God! Liberal- 
ism and capitalism have attempted 
to substitute for the charity of God 
an empty philanthropy which has 
carried them on, but which cannot 
sustain them on a permanent basis 
even in normal times, much less in 
a world crisis. 

“The position of capitalism in the 
world today would be a very dif- 
ferent one if it had not abandoned 
practically the spiritual order; if it 
had not disregarded the Catholic 
Church, and then, little by little, 
the fragmentary truths of Christi- 
anity which it at first accepted; if 
it had not finally refused to be 
guided by Christian principles; if it 
had not failed to realize that the 
destiny of the individual and of 
society is not economic gain, but 
everlasting justice and happiness. 


Catholic Wisdom of Ages. 
“God alone knows what will be 
the outcome of the confusion, and 


even chaos, existing in the realm 
of thought today. It is unfortunate 
that too many thinkers of the 
world are radical-minded. It seems 
even more unfortunate that many 
of these natively gifted thinkers 
cannot be pressed into the service 
of the cause of right thinking and 
be trained as the fearless exponents 
of justice. What a service they 
could render to humanity if they 
would but tap the wealth of the 
wisdom of ages stored up by the 
Catholic Church.” 

Archbishop McNicholas cited the 
“Summa” of St. Thomas Aquinas as 
containing the explanation of pres- 
ent conditions. He said the “sad 
state of affairs which he had de 
scribed must give unprecedented 
opportunities to the Catholic 
church, its scholars and thinkers. 
He _ concluded, addressing Arch- 
bishop Glennon: 


“Most reverend jubilarian, your 
50 years in the priesthood and your 
38 years in the Episcopacy have 
been an inspiration to all of us. We

“The joyous and auspicious day 
is at hand when you shall have 
happily completed the fiftieth year 
of your priesthood, We are sure 
that this event will not only bring 
joy to you, but also stir up the 
clergy and the people, whose rever- 
ence and devotion you have merited 
and won, to a public expression of 
their joy. For we are well aware 
that under the inspiration of divine 
charity you have always promoted 
and fostered the religion and piety 
of the people. The churches you 
have built, among which your ca- 
thedral stands out with such com- 
manding distinction; the major and 
minor seminaries, equal to increas- 
ing demands; the number of Catho- 
lic schools, particularly the high 
schools which under your inspira- 
tion and direction so admirably 
flourish; your zeal for the study 
and advancement of the sacred lit- 
urgy and sacred eloquence, from 
which our holy religion derives so 
much prestige, and to which it owes 
so much advancement—these, your 
claims to tdistinction, are known to 
the world. 

“Recalling, therefore, all these 
achievements with fond memory we 
avail ourselves of this opportunity 
to bear witness again to our deep 
benevolence in which we have al- 
ways held you; and in our fatherly 
heart, with which we share the joy 
of you and your flock, we again 
testify to this benevolence with re 
newed emphasis. 

“Wishing that the approaching so- 
lemnity may be more fruitful to 
your people, we permit you most 
cordially to give in our name and 
by’ our authority, on the appointed 
day, at the conclusion of the mass, 
to those present, a blessing with 
plenary indulgence, to be gained un- 
der the usual conditions laid down 
by the Church. 

“Meanwhile, we earnestly pray 
God that He keep and preserve you 
in vigor and benignly bestow upon 
you the fullness of divine consola- 
tion; and as a further pledge and 
in token of our specia: affection, we 
most heartily impart to you, Vener- 
able Brother, and your Auxiliary 
Bishop, together with the clergy and 
the laity, the Apostolic Benediction. 

“Given in Rome, at the Vatican, 
the 30th day of November, the Feast 
of St. Andrew, the year Nineteen 
Thirty-four, the thirteenth year of 
our Pontificate.

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 12.-- 


The Associated Industries of Mis- 
souri, representing business and in- 
dustrial groups of the State, issued 
a bulletin yesterday afternoon de- 


claring there was no necessity for 
any tax increases or enactment of 
new taxes by the 1935 session of the 
Legislature, based on an analysis of 
finances of the State fo rthe bien- 
nial period of 1933 and 1934. 

In this analysis it is estimated 
the State will have a carry-over of 
approximately $1,100,000 in unpaid 
bills at the end of this year, charge- 
able against general revenue, and 
in addition will fall about $2,500,000 
short of meeting its pledges from 
general revenue toward the State’s 
share of the cost of unemployment 
relief. 

However, it is estimated in the 
analysis that revenues during the 
next biennium of 1935 and 1936, 
from existing tax sources, will pro- 
duce sufficient general revenue to 
pay these deficiencies and p2y the 
normal operating expenses of the 
State Government during the next 
biennial period. 

Avoiding a Deficit.

is avoiding a deficit of about $2,500,- 
000 in general revenue by not pay- 
ing in full a $4,000,000 eppropriation 
passed by the Legislatur eto pay 
the ‘State’s share of unemployment 
relief costs during 1934. That ap- 
propriation was passed by the spe- 
cial session of 1933-1934, after the 
Federal Government threatened to 
cut off relief fund allotments to 
Missouri unless the State made pro- 
vision to pay at least one-third of 
the cost. Relief costs have exceed- 
ed the original estimates and the 
State’s contribution so far has been 
about one-tenth of the cost, the Fed- 
eral Government bearing the bulk 
of the burden. 

The State recently borrowed $300,- 
000 from a Jefferson City bank to 
pay its share of relief costs for 
October. That amount must be re- 
paid either before the end of the 
year or from funds of the next bi- 
ennium. Including this borrowed 
money, and a $250,000 appropriation 
authorized in 1933, the State has 
paid slightly more than $2,000,000 
toward relief. 

Gov. Park, who is preparing his 
legislative recommendations to the 
Legislature, which convenes Jan. 
2, has said he would recommend an 
increase in the present sales tax of 
one-half per cent, but has not de- 
termined how much. He also has 
said he would recommend an ex- 
tension of its life for an undeter- 
mined period beyond Dec. 31, 1935, 
when the tax expires under the 
present law. The sales tax was en- 
acted in the last special session as 
an emergency measure, primarily to 
pay the State’s share of relief costs. 
The tax will produce slightly more 
than $3,100,000 this year, according 
to the analysis. The Governor also 
has said he would recommend re- 
peal of the present State property 
tax of five cents on the $100 as- 
sessed valuation, for general rev- 
enue purposes. This now produces 
between $2,000,000 and $2,500,000 a 
year. This loss of revenue would 
more than be made up by an in- 
crease in the sales tax. 

“Not One Cent Increase.” 

“Missouri is not in need of ad- 
ditional revenue,” it was stated in 
the Associated Industries bulletin. 
“No existing tax rate should be in- 
creased one cent during the coming 
session, nor should a single ‘new 
tax measure be enacted, unless the

The new orders are aimed partic- 


ularly at lawyers operating on a 
contingent fee basis. 

A recent case, in which an offer 
to obtain settlement of a tax in- 
come case for 20 per cent of the 
tax involved was understood to be 
one of the instances Secretary of 
the Treasury Morgenthau had in 
mind when he issued the new regu- 
Jations. 

The orders include one prohibit- 
ing collection of a contingent fee 
more than double an amount oth- 
erwise “deemed reasonable.” Attor- 
neys are required to notify the de- 
partment when they take a case on 
a contingent fee basis. 

The order says: 

“The Treasury Department rec- 
ognizes the propriety of making the 
payment of a fee contingent upon 
success in saving the client from 
additional taxes or in recovering a 
refund where the financial status 
of the client is such that otherwise 
he would be unable to obtain the 
services of an attorney ... but no 
contingent fees shall be estimated 
solely on the basis of a percentage 
of the amount recovered or saved 
for the client.”

As to the pound, remember that 
a glass can be filled to a point 
where one more drop will cause 
it to run over. And there doubt- 
less have been cases where one 
additional pound really was more 
than the racehorse could bear. 

“But,” Mr. Curiosity continues, 
“horses are differently built. 
Some are huge, some are small. 
Some are better able to bear bur- 
dens by reason of their greater 
size and weight, no doubt. How 
can there be a hard and fast 
scale that fits all of them?” 
- The answer is, Bo, that there 
isn’t a rule to fit all horses. But 
by observation of any horse’s rac- 
ing, it is possible to determine the 
distance at which he races best, 
the weight which he can best sup- 
port and the track conditions he 
favors. By figuring his best per

OR example, Equipoise hoids 

the world record at one 
mile, 1:342-5, made with 126 
pounds up. Suppose Caval- 
cade had run a mile over 
the same track in 1:344-5 with 
132 pounds up. How would you 
reach a conclusion as to which 
was the better horse? The time 
favors Equipoise, but the weight 
indicates Cavalcade. 

On the basis that a fifth of a 
second is equivalent to one length 
in a mile, and four pounds are 
also the equivalent of a length, 
Ekky would still be the better 
horse by half a length. To bring 
them together, the handicapper 
would have to take EIGHT 
pounds off Cavalcade and weight 
him at 124. . That would make 
Ekky a two pounds’ better horse. 

If you ask how they arrive 
at four pounds to the length per 
mile, or know that four pounds 
and one length are each equiva- 
lent to one-fifth of a second to the 
mile circuit, we'll have to pass 
that one. Besides, some handi- 
cappers allow five pounds to the 
length.

Must Know Their Horses. 


ANDICAPPERS, as a rule, 

consider many factors in 
their handling of weight allot- 
ments. For instance in the same 
Santa Anita handicap are sev- 
eral great horses, winners of 
great stakes. One of them besides 
Equipoise, can break the world 
money-winning record by captur- 
ing the $100,000 stake. He is 
Twenty Grand and he is asked to 
carry only 126 pounds. 

Twenty Grand won the fastest 
Kentucky Derby ever run. He 
also ran the fastest mile ever ne- 
gotiated by a two-year-old and 
in doing it he beat none other 
than this same mighty Equipoise. 
He equaled Man o’War’s best 
time for the mile and a quarter. 
But because he hasn’t raced for 
two years the handicapper gives 
him an allowance of three pounds 
off the scale, four below Ekky. 

Mate, another great stake win- 
mer and among the leading 
money winners of all time, is al- 
lowed to come in at 120 pounds, 
although he has been in training 
this year and performed with 
some credit abroad. Head Play, 
winner of the Preakness and 
beaten in the derby by a mere 
accident, is in at 117, but he, 


too, has not been racing.

Even One Pound Counts. 


O bring together at the finish 
post some 74 horses ranging 
from two-year-olds to aged horses, 
the prospective contenders must 
all be reduced to pound values 
and the volume of racing statis- 
tics that a handicapper must have 
at his finger tips is enormous. 
And that a single pound is 
worthy of consideration is shown 
in the fact that there are groups 
of nominees for the Santa Anita 
stake separated by only that 
margin from one another, at all 
weights from 100 to 111. For ex- 
ample: Twenty-six are in at 100 
pounds, two at 101, five at 102, 
three at 103, seven at 104, two at

OPERATORS PAD 
MUTUELS; BOOKS 
LOSE $100,000 


Hand-bookmakers in three cities, 
St. Louis, Kansas City and Chicago, 
have been the victims of the turf 
sharpshooters operating out of the 
race track at Charles Town, W. Va., 
in recent weeks. More than $100,- 
000 has been taken from them 
through the “mutuel build up” sys- 
tem, it is estimated. 


Tom Kearney, of St. Louis, was 
one of the local victims, he having 
lost more than $2000 on horses 
known to have been the medium of 
mutuel padding. Bookies in Chi- 
cago were so hard hit that several 
of them had to close, according to 
dispatches from that city. 

As a result of the operations of 
the Charles Town gang, Kearney 
announced today that he was “off 
of that track” and henceforth no 
commissions on horses running 
there will be accepted. 

Charles Town horses quoted at 
even money with the field at the 
post, paid off 6 and 8 to 1 when 
the official mutuel figures were 
hung up. 

Pergola, 3 to 5, Pays $6.80. 

Among the horses which were 
used for the mutuel build up were: 
Pergola, a 3 to 5 shot, which paid 
$6.80; Kingbird, a 6 to 5 chance, 
which paid more than 4 to 1, and 
Weedidit, which was 8 to 5 with the 
field at the post and paid $17.80. 

The build-up is an old mutuel cus- 
tom among the slickers and first 
received nationwide publicity at 
Agua Caliente three years ago when 
one of the proprietors of the track, 
Baron Long, cleaned up _ several 
thousand dollars at the expense of 
Los Angeles bookies. For this of- 
fense he was forced to withdraw 
from connection with the track. 

Padding the mutuels is possible 
only on tracks with a very low mu- 
tuel “handle.” The operators pick 
a horse that appears a sure shot 
to win at a short price. Then, at 
post time, they bet a few hundreds 
of dollars on other horses in the 
field. A couple of thousand at 
Charles Town should boost an even 
money shot several points. 

In the meantime agents at other 
points have placed their bets in the 
hand books, which pay off at the 
mutuel odds announced by the 
track. Thus a normal even money 
shot is made to pay 6 to 1.

Anonymous Article Printed in Tokio

SS. BEAR OF OAKLAND, EN 
ROUTE TO LITTLE AMERICA, 
Dec. 19.—(Via McKay Radio.)— 
This supply ship of the Byrd Ant- 
arctic expedition has taken on full 
bunkers of coal and its crew is now 
setting up rigging in preparation 
for the violent Antarctic gales 
which it must buck before reach- 
ing its destination. 

An additional deck winch has 
been installed for use in scientific 
work carried on from this vessel. 
Silk nets are lowered into the sea a. 
varying depths to collect plankton 
and other microscopic organisms. 
Instruments also are lowered into 
the sea on wire to record tempera- 
tures and collect samples of water 
at various depths. Samples also 
aid oceanographers to determine 
submarine currents, chemical ele- 
ments in the water which will aid 
the study of migration of whales 
in the polar region. 

On arriving at the Bay of Whales 
the bottom will be dredged. to ob- 
tain biological and geological speci- 
mens which will throw light on the 
puzzling phenomena of this perma- 
nent bay in moving structure which 
elsewhere crumbles and varies its 
position.

Cracking Down on Basket-Dealers. 
To the Bditor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE local Coal Code Authority, not con- 

tent with its efforts to maintain an arti- 
ficial, unreasonable schedule of excessive 
prices in the guise of “minimum costs,” 
now is prowling around amidst the scat- 
tered small crumbs of the coal industry 
and is dictating to the poor basket- 
dealers. For years, hundreds of these 
men have eked out a living—just enough 
to keep themselves off the relief listse— 
and have been of great service to the 
large body of self-respecting poor who 
bought their own coal. Now the Coal 
Code Authority threatens dire things if 
these men do not sell cOal at 27 cents 
per bushel, and it is hounding the 
Weights and Measures Department to 
exert pressure on all these small dealers. 

Three definite results are already 
visible: 1. Many of the tiny dealers are 
out of work (which the writer can prove 
beyond a doubt). 2. More and more of 
their customers must now obtain relief 
coal, adding to the charity burden. 3. 
The code members of the coal industry 
then obtain the hauling of this relief 
coal at $1.85 per ton for the haul alone 
at a fat profit; while the basket-dealers 
and their former customers are losing 
their last independence from charity. A 
beautiful set-up for these worthy gentle- 
men. All contributors to our Community 
Fund should give these notable business 
ethics a thought. 

To demonstrate the practicai working 
out of this new ukase, consider the case 
of George McMurtry, a basket-dealer. A 
woman counted out her last pennies and 
bought 20 cents’ worth of coal at 27 cents 
per bushel. Mr. MoMurtry weighed out 
66 pounds—more than the honest propor- 
tion due her at 27 cents per bushel. He 
was arrested, hailed into a city court and 
fined $25, even though there is nothing 
in Ordinance 29795 which prohibits a 
man from selling 66 pounds of coal, pro- 
vided his bushel basket is of the proper 
size and its capacity clearly marked. 

We do not countenance the violation 
of bona fide laws, nor in any way criti- 
cise the Department of Weights and 
Measures, but we severely condemn the 
group which—in the words of an employe 
of the department—‘“has been riding us 
very hard.” We do not sell any basket 
coal, but we are interested in seeing that 
the basket-dealers get a square deal as 
long as they fre honest. They form a 
much more important group, as far as 
the consuming public is concerned, than 
the Coal Code Authority. 

It is beside the point that George Me- 
Murtry’s fine was stayed. We believe 
that he should be permitted to sell as 
basket-dealers have for many years past. 

The Coal Code Authority, which in- 
cludes representatives of the six largest 
coal companies in town, should not for- 
get that the NRA itself on July 21, 1934, 
repudiated the first “minimum costs” pre- 
sented by the local group.

THE WAY OUT FOR THE RAILROADS. 


Now that there is @ holiday interval in the Frisco 
hearing, it is pertinent to recall that Joseph B. East: 
man, Transportation Co-ordinator, addressed himself 
in a recent report to the cause of railway collapses 
and made a suggestion. 

He suggested that the railroads which have suf- 
fered from the practices which have plunged so many 
of them into receivership reduce their funded in- 
debtedness. The railroads cannot earn anything upon 
valuations far in excess of the true value of their 
properties, and it is useless for them to try to do so. 

What they can do, and speedily should do, is to 
lower rates and attempt to earn something upon fair 
and reasonable valuations of their properties. The 
experience of the roads is that reduced rates accel- 
erate business. It is beside the point for the railroad 
men to insist that if the Government did not subsi- 
dise the waterways and the highways, the railroads 
would be able to hold their own with their competi: 
tors. The Government is not going to abandon either 
the waterway or the highway policy. 3 

It is willing to help the railroads get back upon 
their feet. Its disposition to devote a considerable 
part of the public works funds to the separation of 
grade crossings is sufficient proof of this. But the 
railroads must also help themselves. They must 
squeese the water out of their funded indebtedness, 
and they must make their service more modern and 
more facile. The new streamline trains indicate one 
of the ways in which the railroads can become more 
serviceable and make more money. The new models 
in goods cars, which make it possible to lift units 
from trains and deposit them on trucks, indicate an. 
other way in which the railroads can increase the 
value of their public services. 

It is a mistake to believe that a great deal of the 
freight and passenger traffic lost by the railroads 
prefers other forms of transport as such. The much 
greater reason is that these other forms of transport 
have been cheaper. The railroads may be convinced 
of this and still be unable to meet competition upon 
this basis if they are to remain the playthings of 
profiteerts. The Frisco, for instance, upon one occa- 
sion sold $10,000,000 of bonds at 90 to pay off $9,000,- 
000 in dividends. If the funded indebtedness of the 
railroads is to be increased in that fashion, the finan- 
Cial structure must in the end fall of its own weight. 
The various hearings which are resulting from 
the railroad reorganization section of the new Bank- 
ruptcy Act will occupy public attention for months 
to come. There is not a great deal of difference 
among these receiverships. Whether the road is the 
Frisco, the Rock Island or the Missouri Pacific, the 
basic trouble is due to the same thing. All these 
roads are trying to earn more than they can earn 
upon their swollen funded indebtedness. The neces- 
sities of society require that they get themselves 
upon a sounder foundation. The nation cannot dis- 
pense with the railroads. It cannot afford to let 
them either decline physically or collapse financially 
because of the manipulations of people who appreci- 
ate neither the responsibility of the railroads nor 
their own. 

There are great and grave considerations in this 
issue. There is, first, the service which the rail- 
roads render. How, except for them, could the cold 
North, at such @ time as this, have coal from the 
South? How, except for them, could there be any 
certain transport in winter between the great Amer- 
ican cities? How, except for them, would there be 
any certainty that food would move in blizzards to 
the populous centers? There is also at stake the 
welfare of the great army of men who operate the 
railroads. What is the effect upon their morale of 
such episodes as the Frisco scandal? What would 
become of them if the railroads at last became s0 
ill equipped that transport resolved itself into a spe- 
cies of chaos? There is, too, the immense investment 
of the American people in the railroads, an invest- 
ment that approximates 19 billion dollars. It makes 
up a considerable part of the portfolios of insurance 
companies, trust funds, institution funds and other 
fiduciary interests. 

It is not merely reorganization that the railroads 
need. They need regeneration and reorientation. 
They need to ponder the advice of Mr. Eastman. 
They are not competing with forms of transport 
which are handicapped by overhead. Upon the con- 
trary, they are competing with adversaries who are 
lightfooted and swift-moving. If it is to be merely 
another battle of Arbela, then the outcome is cer- 
tain. The slim young Greeks of Alexander have yet 
to lose a battle to the ponderous elephants of Darius. 
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THE MUMOR OF PROGRESS. 

It is just as Maxim Gorki says. Man has con- 
quered the sea, the air, and largely remade the earth. 
But there is nevertheless humor in man’s progress, 
and it is brought out by a good, old-fashioned snow- 
storm.’ The airplane and the automobile are. unsuit- 
ed to a primitive spasm upon the part of nature. 
The automobile has to be pulled out by the horse, 
and the airplane has to be tied up to the hitching 
post. The outmoded forms of tfansport become the 
most efficient. Thus the ox, with its cloven hoof, 
has had to pull out the foundered load when the 
horse and mule have failed. This explains to a great 
degree why the pioneers used oxen when they crossed 
the plains. 

One of the objections made to the automobile was 
that the people could ntiever build highways to sup- 
port it. They have built them, but when they lie 
deep in snow, the surést means to get over them 
is to bring out old Dobbin and the outmoded buggy. 
The members of the Continental Congress who most- 
ly went to Washington on horseback, were not doing 
it as a sporting proposition. It was the way to get 
there. Bven the outmoded street car assumes a Vir- 
tue in bad weather it does not possess in good. 
Perhaps nature has a motive in sometimes jesting 
at the expense of all the wonderful things man has 
made. She may have in mind that it is well for us 
to remember that we propose and she disposes. 
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INSURGENCY IN LOUISIANA. 

Capt. Lawrence Jones has resigned as football 
coach of Louisiana State University, where he has 
madé an impressive record. The reason is too much 
Huey Long. The coach and the Senator, it seems, 
have not éxactly hit it off. It is a fair guess, to put 
it mildly, that Huey is jotted down in the Captain’s 
diary as a pain the neck, or whatever the military 
term is for that affliction. 

That Capt. Jones endured the Senator's monkey- 
shines as long as he did proves conclusively that he 
is a glutton for punishment. His resignation will be 
lowdly applauded in 47 states and secretly approved, 
we choose to believe, in Long-ridden Louisiana. 


Whether Capt. Jones’ action will inspire emulation 


remains to be seen. It would be a grand thing, sure- 
ly, for the State University, as an institution of high- 
er learning, to rise to the occasion. Something like 
a great shout would split the air if the student body 
should march protestingly out, leaving Huey and the 
faculty twiddling their thumbs on a silent campus. 
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AN URGENT NEED. 


Attention has been called recently in three separate 
ways to the need for a systematic compilation of 
the administrative regulations of the national Govern- 
ment. During the argument on the oil code, mem- 
bers of the Supreme Court noted with concern the 
failure of counsel for the Government to produce an 
executive order relating to the code. The American 
Bar Association formally declared it impossible for 
the legal profession to keep abreast of executive reg- 
ulations. And Erwin R. Grgwold of the Law School 
of Harvard University, writing in the Harvard Law 
Review under the title, “Government in Ignorance of 
the Law,” makes a plea for “‘better publication of ex- 
ecutive legislation.” 

Up to the middle of this month, President Roose- 
velt alone had issued more than 1000 executive or- 
ders. In his first 15 months in the presidency, Mr. 
Roosevelt issued almost six times as many executive 
orders as 10 Presidents issued in the 39 years from 
1862 to 1901. During the first year of the NRA, al- 
most 3000 administrative orders were issued. Every 
Federal department has a hand in this business of 
evolving rules and regulations. 

Confusion follows inevitably from the failure to 
publish and index this rapidly growing body of law. 
Orders quickly modify or supersede earlier ones, with 
the result that even officers of the Government are 
frequently at a loss to know which rules are in force. 
As recently as October, Mr. Griswold says, “we have 
seen the spectacle of an indictment being brought 
and an appeal taken by the Government to the Su- 
preme Court before it was found that the regulation 
on which the proceeding was based did not exist.” 

The United States Government needs to do what 
England has been doing since the 1890s. Under the 
English Rules Publications Act of 1893, as Mr. Gris- 
wold shows, rules and regulations of an executive or 
administrative nature in England are published sepa- 
rately as soon as issued and then bound annually, as 
are the statutes. Frequent indexing and cumulations 
make it possible to ascertain the sense of the regula- 
tions on a subject at a given time without reviewing 
all the orders of the past. 

If administrative regulations are “equivalent to 
law,” as the Supreme Court has said they are, the 
responsibility rests upon the Government to publish 
them so their contents may be known. 
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RESCUE AT SEA. 


The news of late has been so filled with instances 
of man’s inhumanity to man that it is doubly gratify- 
ing to read of the heroism that saved the crew of 
the Sisto. Such things as this, moreover, repair a 
faith that was shaken by the Morro Castle disaster. 
There is still an “austere moral grandeur” in the 
code of the sea. 

Incidentally, Publisher Frank E. Gannett, who 
saw the rescue from the 8. 8. Europa and wrote of 
it for the Associated Press, did a piece of work that 
entitles him to a job as a reporter if he cares to 
leave off publishing. 
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A KING’S AMOUR. 

It may be “light from heaven, a spark of that im- 
mortal fire,” as Lord Byron said it was. Perhaps 
the Russian philosopher had it right in dolefully con- 
cluding that it “has its tortures for every age.” Any- 
how, it has been, and is, the incomparable front-pager 
of all time. 

That's love. 

Gaze now on the far hills of Rumania, rugged 
homeland of Carol, as nimble a philanderer as ever 
came out of the Balkans. Carol may be identified as 
the chap who wasn’t invited to that wedding over 
in London a fortnight ago. He may be remembered 
as a knightly modern who, in the spirit of the old 
chivalric tradition, renounced a throne for a smile. 
Subsequently, he retracted and decided that a fellow 
who would “count the world well lost” wag a dumb- 
bell. Antony might gaze in the eyes of the Egyptian 
and “in their shining light behold a vast sea filled 
with the rout of all his ships,” and burst into a self- 
satisfied ballad, but Carol concluded he would like to 
be a King, and a King he is. ) 

They were talking about Carol in Bucharest the 
other day. A peasant spokesman, every inch a puri- 
tan, intimated he was pretty well fed up on Carol. 
But Premier Nikolai Jorga sprang to the ruler’s de- 
fense, ran the scarlet transgression through the alem- 
bic of tolerance till it looked like a pale, little coup- 
let of understandable erring, and, in a blaze of the 
old, divine right devotion, announced, “A King may 
love whom he will.” 

There have been Kings that thought so, and 
learned, at the top price, they were mistaken. Carol 
of Rumania, it may be ventured, might at times spec- 
ulate on what the stars in their courses are chart- 
ing for him. 

NOTE ON PRONOUNS. 

Writing to his second wife, Marie Louise, Napo- 
leon said: “I beat the Russians yesterday—an army 
of 120,000 men. The victory was wonderful, but I 
had plenty of casualties.” 

The editorial ‘we’ has a lot to answer for, but 
that pronoun is a shrinking violet compared with 
the imperial “I.” 
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_ DISCUSS THEM NOW. 

Senator Clark of Missouri is to be commended for 
his plan to present for discussion in the coming Con- 
gress certain licensing bills which the War Depart- 
ment has prepared for use in the event of war. As 
the Missourian said at a session of the senatorial 
munitions investigation, the likelihood is that if a 
War were in progress the War Department’s measures 
would be passed with little or no analysis by Con- 
gress. Senator Clark saw the possibility that one 
of the bills would make possible a complete censor- 
ship of the press in war time. All of them would 
confer tremendous powers over business upon the 
President.. The country is entitled to know, now 
while dispassionate discussion is.possible, the full 
implications of whatever plans the War Department 
may have for control of civilians. 
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The aviators of the world acknowledge the Wright 
brothers as the inventors of the airplane, which is a 
much more impressive recognition than any plaque 


or exhibit in the Smithsonian Institution.

If Every Family Had $2500 a Year

analyzes needs and tells of results if their earnings were raised to that level; 
many city families would be able to save for first time, he says; predicts decided 
increases in expenditures for rent, clothing, food, etc., with benefits to business.

duce as much as we should consume. In 

that year, 71 per cent of all families re- 
ceived less than $2500 income; or not 
enough for a modest standard of comfort. 
If our economic system were so reorgan- 
ized that each family then below $2500 were 
brought up to that level, how would the ad- 
ditional income be spent? 

Such a change could be neither sudden 
nor swift; it would take years of effort to 
develop the increased income and the in- 
creased production to meet it. The mil- 
lions of persons who have never known any- 
thing but poverty would not know imme 
diately how to spend the relative munifi- 
cence of $2500 wisely. After new tastes 
were formed, though, they might be expect- 
ed to spend the larger income in about the 
same way as do families already on a $2500 
to-$3000 income. 

Less is known about our consumption 
habits than about any other phase of our 
economy. In “America’s Capacity to Con- 
sume,” the Brookings Institution presents a 
comprehensive though sketchy picture of 
American income and oonsumption; this 
book must be our main reliance, plus the 
detailed budget studies of the Bureau of 
Home Economics. 

Of the 22,000,000 city families in 1929, 
7,500,000 were on a poverty or bare subsist- 
ence basis, with family income under $1500: 
7,000,000 were on a minimum-comfort level, 
with incomes between $1500 and $2500: and 
7,000,000 had over $2500 per family. What 
would be bought with the adidtional in- 
come if the ene-third of the families which 
were very poor, and the next third, on a 
very modest inodome, were brought up to the 
moderately satisfactory income level of 
$2500 ? 


E VEN in 1929, this country did not pro- 
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The poor families would double their ex- 
penditures and the next group would in- 
crease theirs by one-third. Not all expendi- 
tures would increase equally. Man muat 
have food, shelter and clothing before he 
can appreciate or enjoy literature, politics, 
music or art. The increase would go more 
for comforts and luxuries and less for bare 
necessities. 

The biggest percentage increase would be 
in savings. The poorest third of the fami- 
lies saved nothing at all, and instead were 
mostly using up past savings; while the 
modest group saved about $110 a year, on 
the average. The average savings of $280 
@ year On a $2500-to-$3000 income would 
mean doubling the savings of the modest 
group. Even in 1929, then, one-third of all 
city families were using up what little sav- 
ings they had, and another third were sav- 
ing but little. 

The next greatest change would be in the 
miscellaneous éxpenditures that mean s6 
much for comfortable and enjoyable living— 
for recreation and amusement, automobiles 
and radios, trips, medi¢al service, education, 
books, magazines, etc. The higher income 
would make possible an annual average ex- 
penditute of over $600 for such items, as 
contrasted with $375 previously spent by the 
modest group and $230 by the poorest 
group. 

For the poorest group, expenditures for 
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education would be multiplied about 10 
times; for autos and recreation, five times; 
for medical care, three times. The increases 
for the intermediate group, though less 
Marked, would run in about the same order, 
with education increased fivefold and ex- 
penditures for autos and medical care being 
doubled. 

Housing and “attire” would show about 
equal percentage increases; with the poorest 
families able to double their expenditures 
and the modest group increasing purchases 
about one-third. 

For “home”—rent, heat, light, furnishings, 
servants and cleaning—the poorest group 
spent but $80 a month in 1929: the modest 
group, $45 a month, and the $2500 families, 
$65 a vrronth. With the increased income, 
rent expenditures would be about doubled 
for the poorer group, while purchases of 
furniture and othef equipment would be 
quadrupled. 

The fact that one-third of all city families 
spent only $20 a month for rent explains 
why in many Cities one-third to one-half the 
houses are without electric lights, modern 
bathrooms or furnace heat; one-quarter 
have no baths, and less than one-tenth have 
éleotric reffigerators. Tremendous  un- 
tapped demands for housing, equipment and 
furnishings would become effective just as 
fast as incomes of these poorer families 
were in¢reased. 

+ * ¥ 

The increased expenditures for clothing 
would represent in part a @emand for more 
cotton, wool, leather, silk and rayon; but 
also for better quality garments, represent- 
ing more care and skill in workmanship, 
more hand work and more sstyle. This 
would mean a marked increase in the out- 
let for all the garment and needle trades 
as well as for other industries. 

Finally comes the most important single 
item in the average budget—food. The pro- 
portionate changé here would be less 
marked—75 per cent increase for the poorer 
group and 22 per cent increase for the mod- 
est group—but it would mean a tremendous 
difference in their diets, According to Dr.

GHURCHMEN INTRIBUTE 
T0 DR. IVAN LEE HOLT 


New Head of Federal Council 
Is Praised as Promoter 
of Unity. 


More than 175 men and women, 
mcluding representatives of almost 
every religious creed in the city, 
gathered at luncheon at Hotel Stat- 
ler yesterday to congratulate the 
Rev. ivan Lee Holt, pastor of St. 
John’s Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, on his recent election as 
president of the Federal Council 
of Churches of Christ in America. 

The luncheon was sponsored by 
the Metropolitan Church Federa- 
tion. The majority of the guests 
were ministers but there were also 
some laymen, several of whom were 
included among the 14 speakers. 

Aside from the eulogies, most of 


the speakers, especially the ecclesi- 
astical ones, expressed the hope 
that Dr. Holt would be instrumen- 
tal in bringing about more unity 
among the various church denomi- 
nations. Dr. Holt, speaking last, said 
that he had consented to take his 
present position only so that “there 
might be promoted a better under- 
standing between religious groups.” 

Bishop William Scarlett of the 
Episcopal diocese of Missouri told 
of having. been on a committee with 
Dr. Holt which tried, unsuccessful- 
ly, to map out a plan for unity 
among Protestant denominations. 
He said there had been “plenty of 
movements” for church unity but 
he hoped Dr. Holt would supply the 
“necessary motion.” 

Catholic Priest Speaks. 

The Rev. Russell Wilbur, pastor 
of Notre Dame de Lourdes Catholic 
Church, told of a dream he had had 
shortly after Dr. Holt’s election to 
his present position, in which Dr. 
Holt had a discussion with Pope 
Pius XI on the general topic of 
church unity. 

Other speakers told of Dr. Holt’s 
personal characteristics and relat- 
ed anecdotes about him, Frank B. 
Coleman, his next-door neighbor, 
told of passing Dr. Holt’s church 
one day shortlv before Dr. Holt was 
leaving on an extended trip. The 
bulletin board in front announced: 
“Sunday, Your Final Massage from 
the Minister,” 

“Dr. Holt, although he tried to 
blame the error on the _ janitor,’ 
Coleman said, “‘did not object to 
this. For no one knew better than 
he that it was true.” 

Dr. George M. Gibson, pastor of 
Webster Groves Congregational 
Church and president of the Minis- 
terial Alliance, said: “I come _ to 
commiserate with Dr. Holt on the 
embarrassment he must feel onthis 
occasion. It must sound like the 
forerunner of. a very fine funeral, 
which one day he will have. And 
when he will be very glad that he 
cannot hear all that is said.”

Other speakers included Mayor 
Dickmann, the Rev. Arnold H. 
Lowe, pastor of Kingshighway Pres- 
byterian Church and president-elect 
of the Church Federation; the Rev. 
George R. Dodson, pastor of the 
Unitarian Church of the Unity; 
Rabbi Samuel Thurman, pastor of 
United Hebrew Temple; Frederick 
W. Shipley, dean of the College of 
Liberal Arts at Washington Uni- 
versity; Mrs. Jacob M. Lashly, presi- 
dent of the Board of Religious Or- 
ganizations, and Lester C. Haworth, 
general secretary of the Y. M. C. A. 
Dr. George A. Campbell, president 
of the Church Federation, presided. 

A message of congratulation from 
President Roosevelt was read. It 
said, in part: “My belief is that 
the years you give to service with 
your organization will be beneficial 
to a high degree for the nation and 
those who make up its citizenry.” 
A message from Archbishop Glen- 
non of the Catholic diocese of St. 
Louis also was received. 

Dr. Holt will leave soon to be 
pastor for four months of the Com- 
muiity Church in Shanghai, China. 
From there he will go to Australia 
to take part in the one-hundredth 
anniversary of the founding of 
Methodism there.

SUGGESTS WAY TO FEED BIRDS 


Dr. D. M. Hetler Points Out Snow 
Cuts Off Supply. 

The heavy snow with an under 
layer of ice in many places is pre- 
venting wild birds from _ getting 
food and they will starve or be 
driven to other places unless food 
is placed out for them, Dr. Donald 
M. Hetler of Webster Groves, presi- 
dent of the St. Louis Bird Club, said 
today. 

He suggests that grain foods, like 
wheat and cracked corn, and bread 
crumbs and nuts, be scattered on 
the snow and placed in spots where 
the snow has been cleared off. Suet, 
meat scraps and popcorn may be 
hung in trees in small wire baskets. 
Chunks of suet also may be nailed 
on the branches. Birds clubs and 
the Park Department are co-operat- 
ing to feed birds in the public 
parks.

Kirkwood Members Get Vivid Re- 
minder of Financial 
Condition. 


An unusual Christmas letter has 
been distributed among its parish- 
ioners by Grace Episcopal Church, 
Kirkwood, through its rector, the 
Rev. Robert Kevin.

veiled at the dinner, as the audi- 
ence sang the national anthem. 
United States Senator Alben Wil- 
liam Barkley of Paducah, Ky., was 
made chairman of the commission, 
and Dr. Charles E. Merriam, pro- 
fessor of political science at the 
University of Chicago and member 
of the National Resources Board, 
vice-chairman. Luther Ely Smith, 
chairman of the General Counsel 
on Civic Needs, was chosen chair- 
man of the Executive Committee, 
with the following members; New- 
ton D. Baker of Cleveland, William 
Allen White of Emporia, Kan.; 
William T. Kemper of Kansas City 
and J. Lionberger Davis, St. Louis 
banker. 

Dr. Jefferson Randolph Kean of 
Washington, Brigadier-Genera] re- 
tired, great-great-grandson of 
Thomas Jefferson, was temporary 
chairman. Senator Barkley is fa- 
ther-in-law of Max O’Rell Truitt, 
St. Louls lawyer. Accepting the 
chairmanship, Barkley said it was 
“almost a national disgrace that 
no outstanding monument to Jef- 
ferson had been erected.” and ex- 
pressed hope Congress would pro- 
vide enough money to “make this 
memorial a thing of pride to every 


American.” 


Luncheon for Women. 

At a luncheon attended by about 
200 women at Hotel Chase, the nine 
commissioners present were intro- 
duced. Six could not attend. Isaac 
H. Orr, banker, described the his- 
torical background of St. Louis and 
the purchase of the Louisiana Ter- 
ritory by Jefferson in 1803. Dr. 
Kean, Davis, White and Senator 
Fredecik Van Nuys of Indiana, a 
commissioner, spoke briefly. White 
said the wealth that flowed out of 
the West had guaranteed the na- 
tion’s democracy. Van Nuys, prais- 
ing vision and resourcefulness of 
St. Louisans who proposed the me- 
morial, said he was surprised to see 
how much preliminary work had 
been accomplished. 

The commission was taken to the 
proposed memorial site in a bus, 
with McCune Gill, St. Louis his- 
torian, reciting the story of the ear- 
ly days of the town in that district. 
A stop was made at the old Court- 
house, where the yellowing papers 
in the famous Dred Scott case were 
Shown the visitors. Pointed out 
were the Old Cathedral, the block 
east of it where the Spanish Gov- 
ernors resided, the corner of First 
and Market streets, where the 
transfer of sovereignty from the 
Spanish to the French to the Amer- 
icans was made; the river and the 
102-year-old National Hotel build- 
ing at Third and Market streets. 

Other Speakers at Dinner. 

Charles Nagel presided at the 
dinner. Expressing deep respect for 
Jefferson, he urged rededication of 
the people to the principles of de- 
mocracy. Mayor Dickmann prom- 
ised full co-operation with the com- 
mission. Smith traced the growth 
of civic spirit here through the 
pagednt and masque of 1914 and 
the bond issue of 1923, and assert- 
ed the memorial could be for Amer- 
ica what the Parthenon was for 
Greece, the pyramids for Egypt and 
the cathedrals and Mont St. Michel 
for Europe. He said the pioneers 
who went West through St. Louis 
were responsible for the national 
character. 

Congressman Lloyd Thurston of 
Osceola, Ia., a commissioner and a 
Republican, said there would be 
full co-operation by the minority 
party in the undertaking. Dr. Mer- 
riam, quoting a great architect, 
counseled that the commission 
“make no little plans,” but that it 
conceive something comparable to 
the Nelson monument in London, 
the Arch of Triumph in Paris and 
the Washington monument. 

Tardy Recognition. 

Senator Barkley delivered the 
principal address, a stirring appre- 
ciation of the nation’s early states- 
men and pioneers. He asserted 
America had been tardy in recog- 
nizing its obligation to its founders. 
The 13 original colonies started the 
Government on the principle of 
states’ rights, he related, but in the 
establishment of the rest of the 
country a new conception of Fed- 
eral authority was created. Jeffer- 
son, he went on, wanted to spend 
Federal funds for public improve- 
ments, but thought constitutional 
authority was lacking, yet for the 
last 75 years it has been a settled 
policy to do what he wanted to do 
in that respect. Failing to find 
specific authority to buy the Louisi- 
ana Territory, the Senator added, 
Jefferson went about it through 
his treaty-making power.

Breakfast Table talk, “why 
couldn't she have a fault or two? 
Isn’t there any old whisper which 
could tarnish that wearisome 
aureol of saintly perfection? 

“Doesn’t she carry a lump of 
opium in her pocket?” he goes on 
to ask. “Isn’t her cologne-bottle 
replenished oftener than its legiti- 
mate use would require?

She was known as “The Model 
of all the Virtues’; and it was in 
her that the other table guests 
would have liked to discover a few 
redeeming faults.

Of Infections 
Of the Tonsils 


Quinsy Is One of the Most 


Frequent Sequels to At- 
tack.

! LTHOUGH it may occur during 


infections of the 


tract, acute tonsilitis is more like- 
ly to occur in the winter time and 
during inclement weather. 


Anyone who ever has had it will 


tell you that it is quite a disease. 
There is not much to be seen in the 
throat except that the tonsils 
swollen and red, and that there are 
little 
through them. But this apparently 
slight invasion is calculated to make 
a person feel about as miserable as 
anything Known.

I am sure that most people with 
tonsilitis feel worse than those with 
a severe case of diphtheria. In fact, 
one of the dangers of diphtheria is 
that the patient does not feel very 


bad constitutionally; there is a little 


sore throat and a mild amount of 
malaise the first few days, and all 
too frequently these are allowed to 
pass on as being of no consequence, 
is lost when 
anti-toxin treatment could do the 
most good. 

But bad as acute tonsilitis is, 
some of its consequences May De 
even more serious. One immediate 
sequel is quinsy. Quinsy is known 
as ‘retropharyngeal abscesses,” and 
is the extension of the tonsilar in- 
fection into the tissues of the soft 
palate at the back of the throat. An 
abscess is formed. The discomfort 
from this mass in the back of the 
throat, which usually interferes 
quite considerably with breathing, ia 
almost the limit of human endure 
ance. 

There is no way to predict wheth- 
er or not acute tonsilitis will de- 
velop into quinsy and no way for 
the attending physician to prevent 
it. Many families blame the doc- 
tor when this accident occurs, but 
this is entirely unjust, as it hap- 
pens with the best care. The only 
way to prevent it is, after an acute 
attack of tonsilitis without it, is to 
have the tonsils out. 

Following one of the fundamen- 
tal surgical rules not to operate in 
the presence of acute infection, or 
not to handle acutely infected tis- 
ues, removal of tonsils during the 
acute stazes of tonsilities is univer- 
sally condemned, but after the in- 
fection has calmed down, they cer- 
tainly should be removed. An at- 
tack of acute tonsilitis is a certain 
indication for remova: of the ton- 
sils. After the attack the _ tonsils 
may harbor germs which send out 
their toxins through the body, pro- 
ducing infection of the joints, of 
the bones, infection in the eye, the 
kidney and heart muscle,- and 
skin rashes. Such being the case, 
it seems only sensible to remove 
such a potential source of danger.

AMPS, candles and mirrors add 
L new interest and importance 
during the holiday season, be- 
cause all have a part to play in r>- 
flecting the Christmas spirit. With- 
in the last few days more attractive 
lamps have arrived in the St. Louis 
stores, as though the late purchas- 
ers should be rewarded for being 
tardy. Novelty radio lamps are 
conspicuous in this collection. Tiny 
statuettes made of that new pearly 
finished composition support the 
shade and contrast effectively wit 
the inky blackness of the metal 


base. 


An unusual lamp which wouldn't 
pass the tests of the engineers so 
active in the interests of better 
lighting, but depends upon original- 
ity for its appeal, introduces a firc- 
side scene. Grandmother—very old- 
fashioned in dress and demeanor— 


sits beside the fire wtih her knit-| 


ting. A dog is curled nearby. The 
light is provided by a bulb behind 
the grate. 


Boudoir lamps now play a dual 
role. They not only supply the light 
for a girl to powder her nose, put 
they also supply the powder. A 
frosted glass box to hold the powder 
is attached to the base of one new 
lamp. This appears in boudoir col- 
ors, has a metal shaft that curves 
quite gracefully, and a dainty parch- 
ment paper shade.
